'Atrocity Hill' Is 
Newest Addition to 
War Gravestones

Taegu, Korea, Aug 20 
(De- 


layed) Wi—In most military cam 
paigns one or more hills gain "i 
brief or long renown as gian 
memorial gravestones for the men 
who bled upon their slopes. 


In war you've got to control the 
high ground to win, 
There was Hill 60ft in Tunisia 
Troina in Sicily, Monte Cassino in 
Italy, Mount Suribachl on Iwo 
Jlma and Sugar Loaf Hill on Oki 
nawa. 
Now a new name can be addec 
to this historic list—"Atrocity 
Hill," scene of a four day flgh 
that ranks as one of the bitterest 
of the Korean campaign. 
It was in a ravine of horror on 
this hill that Red guards execute* 
with burp gun flre 36 bounc 
American prisoners. 
This massacre gave the Mil its 
nickname — on the map It is 
marked only as Hill Number 303 
—and that is probably the thing 
those who fought will remember 
most about it. That—and the 
heat and the stench of death un- 
der a blazing sun. 
But th* lasting importance of 
the battle of Atrocity Hill is that 
It ended in the destruction of a 
growing beachhead 
across the 
Naktong river that had put the 
enemy within 12 air miles of Tae- 
gu, then the provisional capital of 
South Korea. 
To save Taegu, the United 
States First Cavalry Division had' 
to hold this frowning ridge that 
stands as a sentinel bulwark east 
of the Naktong river. It is a

This Is the H-Bomb

New Xork, Aug. 21( MB—Con- 


gress has legislated permitting 
search of incoming ships 'for 
nuclear bombs, 


This is good insurance against 


A-bombs—not so good against H- 
bombs. If the A-bomb is detected 
only a few miles from a port city 
it cannot do harm. 


But an H-bomb detected only a 


few miles -away and then deto- 
nated probably would put most 
seaports out of useful activity, 


Apparently to be on the safe 
side H-bomb sneak ships must be 
stopped many miles out 


A ship is ideal for H-bomb sneak 
attack. The bomb will be bulky, 
and the ship is large enough. The 
hydrogen probably win have to be 
in liquid form, and this can be 
done on a ship. 
, 
The ship explosion will not be 


an underwater bomb. It will be a 
true surface explosion. The blast 
will travel over the surface with 
energy enough to smash buildings 
ten miles away, where nothing 
intervenes in front of them. 
It will wreck the waterfront,' 
But the first rows of buildings 
will protect those farther back, 
and stop serious wreckage within 
a few blocks; 


Where skyscrapers stand high 


above the .rest of the city, their 
upper stories will be more or less 
denuded, leaving steel frames, 
with the walls spilled into the 
streets, and the occupants either 
injured or blown out with the 
walls. 


The heat flash may be at a 
slightly upward angle if the bomb 
is deep in the ship's hold. Some 
of the initial flash rays, may be 
shaded in the instant before- the 
ship herself is vaporized and be- 
comes a part of the explosion. 


Even so, the flash will start. 
fires and cause fatal burns. It 
will not travel beyond the water- 
front buildings, except' when it 
can go directly down streets. It 
will set fires in upper stories of 
skyscraper buildings rearing their 
tops above the shadows cast by 
waterfront buildings. 


From this sneak explosion there 
will be no groat waterspout to 
fall as radioactive rain. The wa- 
ter will be pushed down, prob- 
ably dpeply enough to send swells 
washing over the waterfront, But 
these swells wifl not be radioac- 
tive. . 
-

About the ship great quantities 


of water will become radioactive, 
and tor a few hours dangerous 
to ships passing through them. 
Tides will spread this radioactiv- 
ity widely, and this dilution will 
permit ships to sail through with- 
out much risk to personnel. For 
days and probably weeks there 
will be radioactivity risks in the 
waters over a very wide area. 


There remains one great peril 
from the sneak ship. This is the 
fireball. The H-bomb fireball will 
rise from the water like the sun, 
hundreds of times hotter. It will 
start at ground level, instead ol 
miles in the air. 


As the H-flreball rises, its heat 
will radiate downward in a vast, 
inverted cone, fingering -down 'into 
streets and buildings like a mid- 
forenoon sun. This searing heat 
will test, for probably more than 
ten seconds, long enough to start 
fires, and long enough to burn peo- 
ple. . 
. 
The fireball has one saving 
grace. Unlike the heat flash it 
does not strike without warning. 
Getting into* the shade will afford 
protection.. Covering hands, face 
and arms will save serious burns, 
There are still the dangers of 
gamma rays, if the H-bomb is ex- 
ploded close to the port. There are 
both the gamma rays In the flash, 
and then-from the fireball. Be- 
cause of long duration, the radio- 
active rays from the fireball arc 
as dangerous as those from the 
flash, 


If a person can dive into a shel- 
ter, when he sees the flash, he 
may save himself from fully half 
of the gamma ray damage. He al- 
ready will have suffered whatever 
radioactive harm the flash c«r-

CRUCIAL ACCIDENT 


Everybody knows that accidental happen- 


ings may alter lives profoundly. This is true 
of history also, as Is pointed out in the Satur- 
day Review of Literature by Bernadotte & 
Schmltt, formerly professor of history at the 
lAiivtrslty of Chicago'and now connected 
wfth the State Department. 


.'World War I started with the murder of 


the Archduke Franz Ferdinand, heir appar- 
ent to the Austrian throne. He was visiting 
Sarajevo in Bosnia, a region filled with Ser- 
blans who were anxious to overthrow Aus- 
trian ride and join the Serbian kingdom. 
These would-be rebels plotted to kilt Franz 
Ferdinand, stationing the appointed assas- 
sin at a certain comer. According to 
Schmltt, the order of the arcHduke's tour 
was «uddenly changed to let him visit a 
wounded aide at the hospital. The party had 
already pawed the assassin, who could not 
make up his mind to shoot The cars backed 
up to take the route to the hospital, and 
thus passed the assassin again. This time he 
fired the fatal shot, on which was based an 
Austrian ultimatum to Serbia and the start 
of World War I. 


It would not be correct to say that this 


one accident caused the war. It was nearly 
ripe for bursting, forth. Had Franz Ferdi- 
nand escaped, some other event might have 
caused the explosion. Delay, on the other 
hand, might have given the Allies more 
chance to prepare, and shortened or even 
forestalled the conflict. 


EAST AND-WEST' 


In the troublesome times since the end of 


World War II we have fallen into an unfor- 
tunate error in broadly identifying the aDles 
of the cold, war. This error is the use of the 
terms *'East" and "West" as labels for the 
Communist and non-Communist groups of 
nations, respectively. 


The beginning of this error can readily 


be explained. The cold war began in Europe 
and there-the Communists are clearly aligned 
on either1 side of a line dividing Europe into 
two segments, the Eastern and the Western. 
But the struggle of ideas has spread over 
Asia and the Orient, spilling over the long- 
familiar geographic line between the East 
and the West. And it is not at all true that 
our foes are found in the East and our 
friends in the West 


The fact of the matter is that many mem- 


bers of the non-Communist group are found 
in the East These include India, Indonesia, 
the Philippines, Burma, Siam, Turkey (be- 
coming, westernized but still geographically 
in the Bast) and various other and smaller 
states whose leaning are less clear but which 
would be valuable allies. There is Japan, 
which we hope to keep on our side. The Rus- 
sian satellites in Europe, on the other hand, 
belong geographically and culturally to the 
West 


To help keep thinking straight, and to pre- 


vent us from overlooking or affronting some 
of our best allies, it would be well to think 
of this struggle of ideas in its true terms as 
between Communists and non-Communists, 
and to discard the easy but inaccurate labels 
of "East" and "West" for the groupings. 


PROGRESSIVE TROUBLES 


The Progressive Party apparently is fad- 


ing out. The process began in the middle of 
the 1948 campaign. At the start many ob- 
servers expected Henry A. Wallace to get 
three or four million votes. He got only a 
little over one million. The difference may 
be supposed to represent voters originally 
inclined to Wallace who finally decided to 
vote for President Truman. Since then Sena- 
tor Glen Taylor of Idaho, the vice-presi- 
dential candidate, left the party to rejoin 
the Democrats. Now Wallace himself has 
resigned from the movement 


Wallace is a supporter of the United 


Nations action in Korea. The remaining 
Progressives are largely either Communist 
sympathizers or extreme pacifists, and in- 
clude no names of national standing to com- 
pare with Wallace, a former vice-president 
secretary of agriculture and secretary of 
commerce. There may be further defections. 
The California group declined to follow the 
national committee In opposing conscrip-

Obviously editors edit Neither Lcvine nor 
Toledano were permitted to testify before the 
Tydings Committee as to the amount of editing 
they aid, Levlne requested to be heard and was 
given assurance by Edward P. Morgan, committee 
counsel, that he would be heard and questioned. 
Levlne offered to show all the documents in con- 
nection with Larsen to the committee, But Tydings 
would not permit it Levlne sent this telegram to 
Senator Tydings: 
"In connection with Emmanuel Larsen's recent 
testimony in executive session before your commit- 
tee reported in the press as repudiating his article 
on Amerasla case published in Plain Talk for Oc-

2, He was interviewed by Levlne and to some 
extent by Toledano. Also he provided some docu- 
mentary data.

4. Larsen put his signature on the first and last 
page* and initiated every page not only of the 
manuscript but of the yellow carbon copy, 
3. Larsen wrote Levlne on September 25,1946, 
congratulating him on the first issue of "Plain 
Tali?' (containing his' article). 
6, For three years subsequently, Larsen bom* 
barded Levlne "... with letters and memoranda, 
offering various protects, seeking financial assist* 
ance front Plain Talk, proposing exposes of Com- 
munist and pro-Communist elements, and bolster- 
ing the original charges he bad made," 
7. Larsen had testified before the House Com- 
mittee of Congress and his testimony is similar in 
nature to hit "Plain Talk" article, except that Le- 
vlne refused to print that Dean Acheson was leader

That Body of Yours

CARDIOSPASM 


While the term heartburn is frequently heard, 


many suffer with it some of whom believe it has 
something to do with the heart. They worry un- 
necessarily. It is called heartburn because it is 
close to the heart region but it is not caused in 
any way by the heart. 
Heartburn, sometimes called cardiospasm (heart 
spasm), is due to an obstruction of the lower end 
of the tube (oesophagus) which carries food from 
the throat to the stomach. The obstruction is not 
due to food or other substance but to a partial 
closure (spasm) of this muscular tube. 
Just what causes this tube to partly close and 
appear to cause a real mechanical obstruction is 
unknown. In my own experience a close relative 
was sure she had a growth in the tube because she 
could feel the food "sticking" in the tube Just near 
the stomach. In order to convince her that no real 
obstruction was present by means of the fluroscope 
(X-ray), I had her watch the food (barium) going 
down to the stomach by means of a mirror. While 
this was a number of year? ago, I believed that 
nervousness was causing the symptoms. 
In Gastroentcrology, Drs, S. Wolf and T. P. 


Almy report that they made repeated observations 
of swallowed barium sulfate in 14 patients with 
well-establlished cardiospasm. They found that the 
obstruction in the oesophagus was often associated 
with decided extra amount of movement of the 
lower two-thirds of the oerophagus. Even when the 
oesophagus was widened to some extent, the car- 
dlospasm wa* present; it wag only when It was 
greatly widened that this extra amount of move- 
ment disappeared. These two physicians found that 
these spasms bore « direct relation to stresses 
and strains or freedom from stress and strain in 
the emotional life of these patients. In short-term 
experimental observations, it was noted that when 
emotional topics were discussed, there was an in- 
crease in the obstructive symptoms, while a feeling 
of security and relaxation caused the symptoms to 
disappear. 


While baking soda and other alkalis, give relief 
in some cases of cardiospasm, the fact that emo- 
tional disturbances cause tenseness of the whole 
body, including the oesophagus, trying to Require 
calmness of spirit in the/ midst of stress is good 
treatment. Trying to avoid emotional conflict is the 
best treatment,

shores, while a complacent, polit- 
ically-minded, vote-seeking, un- 
moral crowd of bureaucrats in 
Washington, give only lip service 
to all-out mobilization for the 
set! survival of this and all peace 
loving nations of the world. 
There is « way to stop the use- 
less slaughter of human beings 
and the economic and physical 
destruction of nations. This way 
has 
already 
been 
chartered 
through the creation of the 
United Nations which was Insti- 
tuted for the sole purpose of pre- 
venting shooting wars, through 
the mediation of all disputes 
within the lawful framework of 
these United Nations. To not use 
the ample facilities of the United 
Nations and for ail time outlaw 
war In the world, Is like building 
churches and then not worship- 
ping God, or, practicing Christian 
principles. 


May 1 point out that the his- 
tory of all nations, perhaps with 
the exception of Switzerland, in- 
dicates that down through the 
years, all have at one time or 
another, been engaged In unlaw- 
ful 
and and unscrupulous political 
diplomatic practices. The 
Christian philosophy brought to 
this world1 in the life of Jesus 
Christ, together with the con- 
structive beliefs of all .major re- 
ligions, has done little to promote 
physical, moral, mental and spir- 
itual good-will among peoples 
and nations. All thinking peoples 
realize that lasting peace can 
never be maintained through 
force, except when such force is 
backed up by just international 
laws founded on mental and spir- 
itual good-will. 


We should use the United Na- 


tions with sincerity, trust and 
good faith. 
The veto power 
should be eliminated, and all na- 
tions should abide by the will of 
,the flxed majority. 
The next step should be to out- 


taw the manufacture of ail im- 
plements of war by Individual 
nations and carry out frequent 
inspections by .a mixed commis- 
sion of representatives of the 
United Nations to enforce such 
measures. 
Then all hydrogen, atom bombs 
and military equipment now in 
the possession of alt nations 
should be turned over to the 
United Nations: with each mem- 
ber nation furnishing a definite 
quota of soldiers, sailors, air 
force and technical personnel, for 
the continued maintenance of a 
United Nationa police force for 
peace. 


Dropping hydrogen and atom 
bombs by any nation or nations 
would destroy the lives and prop- 
erty of millions of innocent as 
well as guilty individuals and cer- 
tainly would not create peace or 
good-will. 


Should Russia or any other na- 
tion not agree to fully and hon- 
estly participate in this kind of 
a United Nations for peace, then 
such nation or nations should be 
stamped as an outlaw among the 
nations of the world and be flrst 
warned and thenjubjected to hy- 
drogen and atom bomb attacks 
by the United Nations, including 
economic blockade and the use 
of all known bacterial and chem- 
ical warfare if this becomes nec- 
essary. 


Until such time as peoples and 
nations can live together in a 
world motivated by the beliefs 
and practices Of all major reli- 
gions on the basis of physical, 
mental and spiritual good-will, 
the only insurance for a lasting 
peace 
m u s t 
be 
maintained 
through fear of such reprisals,
